Council in condemning the Chinese 
policy of the 
Kato 
government 
which aimed at the reconciliation 
af the two peoples has brought 
support to the government from un­ 
expected sources.

the late 
Premier Hara, 
condemning the policy of Viscount

ping streets#the rentals imposed for 
1923 are three times the gold value 
of before the war. One dealer in 
agricultural implements closed hts 
shop wh£p he found that the space 
occupied by o n e plough during one 
month cost more in’ ground rental 
than the value at tfoe plough.

have been made by a number of 
private merchants, but the openly 
announced policy of the government 
which contemplates the favoring of 
government trusts in order to drive 
private competitors out of the mar­ 
ket, apparently is being enforced.
